Error collector Russell Rising said he 
found his first error coin as a boy when 
he discovered a 50 percent off-center 
coin in a bag of 1959 Lincoln cents. 

With billions of coins produced every 
year, a few errors are bound to 
happen. Rising estimated that the 
mints make 1.5 million error coins each 
year. 

However, he said, in 2002 the mint 
started an error prevention program 
that just about shut down the pipeline. 
An off-center error that's worth just $5 
or $5 in earlier years, is a $300 rarity if 
it's dated 2003 or later, he said.
